RoSSOtch  D 
are  the  main  line  of  communica-' 
tion  to  the  centers  of  power,  both 
for  individual  and  groups. 

‘The  role  of  the  factions  needs 
more  study,”  commented  Dr. 

Farnsworth.  “In  the  next  phase  of 
my  continuing  analysis  I intend 
to  utilize  an  analytical  model  based 
on  role  theory,  hopefully  to  deter- 
mine through  this  social-psycholog- 
ical method  the  interrelationship 
of  the  roles  of  a Diet-member  as 
legislator,  party  member,  people's 
representative,  and  faction  mem- 
ber.” “In  this  way,”  he  remarked. 

‘the  political  funtions  of  factions 
will  become  more  clear  and  there- 
fore easier  to  deal  with  as  one  of 
the  more  important  political  phe- 
nomena peculiar  to  Japan.”

tier  Counter  for  laboratory  use  at 
a cost  of  $4,000. 

The  Coultier  Counter  automati- 
cally counts  the  red  and  white 
blood  cells.  Because  the  Health 
Center  is  required  each  day  to  read 
approximately  100-150  blood  counts, 
the  Counter  will  cut  down  on  the 
technician’s  operating  time  and 
improve  laboratory  service  to  the 
students.

BYU’s  All-America  golfer  John 
Miller  who  has  played  in  the  United 
States  Open  with  Jack  Nicklaus 
and  in  the  Masters  golf  tourney 
with  Billy  Casper  is  this  weeks 
honored  BYU  athlete. 

John’s  most  recent  addition  to 
a case  of  ribbons  and  golf  trophies 
is  the  medalist  pin  he  captured  at 
the  recent  Western  Collegiate  tour- 
ney on  the  long  Pasatiempo  course 
in  Santa  Cruz,  Calif. 

The  6-2  senior  claims  the  turning 
point  in  the  tournament  came  on 
the  11th  hole  of  the  final  round 
when  he  chipped  in  for  birdie.  The 
momentary  leaders  hacked  out  a 
bogie  and  a double  bogie  to  push 
John  back  into  contention  for  indi- 
vidual honors. 

A native  of  San  Francisco,  John 
claims  the  BYU  presently  posses- 
ses the  best  golf  team  ever.  “We 
have  great  depth  and  must  be  con- 
sidered among  the  top  five  squads 
in  the  nation  along  with  Houston. 
Florida  State,  Arizona  State  and 
Texas.”

Miller  finished  eighth  in  the 
Open— ahead  of  many,  many  pros. 

John  likes  the  short  chip  shots  • 
and  middle  irons.  He  gives  his 
father  credit  for  teaching  him  the 
basics  of  the  game:  and  teammate 
Mike  Taylor  credit  for  a lot  of  help 
with  the  driver.

Sens.  Robert  F.  Kennedy  and  Eu- 
gene J.  McCarthy  Wednesday  start- 
ed debating  about  each  other— a 
political  ritual  that  usually  get  no- 
where. 

Both  the  Democratic  presidential 
contenders  sa'd  they  were  willing 
to  participate  in  a nationally  tele- 
vised debate  prior  to  the  May  7 
Indiana  primary. 

But  Kennedy  attached  a major 
condition— that  all  of  whom  he  de- 
scribed as  the  Democratic  contend- 
ers participate,  including  V'ice 
President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and 
Gov.  Roger  Branigin.  a favorite- 
son  candidate  in  Indiana. 

The  issue  arose,  according  to 
McCarthy,  when  the  ABC  television 
network  asked  him  to  debate  Ken- 
nedy on  the  interview  program, 
“Issues  and  Answers.” 


ignation  since  the  senator  began 
his  antiwar  presidential  campaign. 
He  made  similar  statements  before 
he  became  a candidate. 

Kennedy,  who  also  opposes  the 
war,  praised  President  Johnson’s 
recent  peace  initiative  but  said 
“we  must  take  more  action.  We 
must  go  to  the  negotiating  table 
and  find  a peaceful  solution  to  that 
terrible  struggle.” 

OUTLINES  PLAN 
In  Coos  Bay,  Ore.,  Kennedy  out- 
lined a six-point  plan  for  reform 
of  the  nation’s  educational  system, 
including  higher  education  for  all 
regardless  of  economic  status. 

McCarthy  said  he  would  prefer 
to  debate  Kennedy  under  a format 
similar  to  the  one  used  when  John 
F.  Kennedy  met  Republican  candi- 
date Richard  M.  Nixon  on  tele-

Pierre  Salinger,  a Kennedy  aide, 
said  the  New  York  Democrat  also 
“would  be  happy  to  participate”— 
but  only  if  all  other  candidates  do. 
And  that,  he  said,  meant  Brani- 
gin and  Humphrey. 

While  Kennedy  was  campaign- 
ing Wednesday  in  Oregon.  Mc- 
Carthy plumped  for  support  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  called  for  the 
resignation  of  Secretary  of  State 
Dean  Rusk  “to  show  our  willing- 
ness to  change  our  policy  in  Viet- 
nam.” 

It  was  the  f»rst  time  McCarthy 
has  publicly  asked  for  Rusk’s  res- 


generally  conceded  to  have  been 
a tactical  blunder  by  Nixon,  who  ^ 
was  the  better  known  of  the  two , 
and  had  less  to  gain  by  national  j 
exposure.  I 

Eight  years  later,  Kennedy 
forces  can  see  little  profit  in  a 
head-to-head  debate  with  Mc- 
Carthy, at  least  as  far  as  the  In- 
diana primary  is  concerned.

Carthy, will  be  their  chief  obstacle 
to  victory  in  Indiana.
